Drawings 

a. The drawings are objected to because FIGs. 3 & 6 should be labeled as 3 A, 3B 5 
3C & 6A 5 6B, 6C, respectively. 

b. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "separate jig", as 
recited in claim 9, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

e. Claims 1-11 are objected to because of the following informalities: (a) claim 1, 
line 13 the phrase "both ends" should be changed to "both sides" for clarity; (b) claim 1, 
line 19 the phrase "with first ends" should be changed to "a first end"; (c) claim 1, line 21 
the phrase "and second ends extended from the first ends, the second ends" should be

changed to "a second end extended from the first end, the second end"; (d) claim 5, line 9 
the phrase "both ends" should be changed to "two ends". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of 
record does not teach nor reasonably suggest an optical pickup actuator including at least (for 
claim 1) "a control screw engaged with the screw receiving hole of the wire holder after 
penetrating through the screw hole of the printed circuit board, the control screw allowing the 
printed circuit board to be arcuately bent while pressurizing a center portion of the printed circuit 
board to be located in the depression formed in the wire holder, thus deforming the printed 
circuit board to allow both ends thereof to be away from the wire holder"; (and for claim 5) 
"pressurizing means for allowing the printed circuit board to be arcuately bent while pressurizing 
a center portion of the printed circuit board to be located in the depression of the wire holder, 
the pressurizing means being fixed to the printed circuit board so as to maintain a bent state of 
the printed circuit board." The "pressuring means for allowing" is considered to invoke 1 12 6 th 
paragraph as means plus function language and includes the structure only as defined in the 
specification and the equivalents thereof.
